THE FIGHT AT BRAKEN- 
' LAAGTE. 
The Great Boer Charge. 

Protoria, Nov. 7.--I have just visited 
Colonel Benson's Column at Bricgspruit. 
‘The details of the fight at] Brokonlaagte 
show not only great heroism on the part of 
our mounted treors and Artillery, but ex- 
tr¢mo ‘bravery on the side of. the Boers. 

* The fight began with the sniping of tho rear- 

. guard, whicl® was defended ‘by tho 3rd 

Regiment . of Mounted Infantry, about 
three o’clook, 

Finding that the encmy had been, greatly 
reinforeed Colonel Bonsonsent backa squad- 
ron of the Scottish Horse to tho assistance of 
the roar guard,.and halting two guns, with 
an escort of ung company of Buffs, he took 
up a position on a ridge. Colonel Benson 
had previously sent. Major Wools Sainpson 
forward to prapare the camp, A little Iator 
the Colonel ordered the Yorkshire Mounted 
Infantry and the Scottish Horse to come 
back to the guns immediately, 

The Boers camo on with an extraordinary, 
charge, 70 of them riding at thoir ‘highest 
speed, yelling, and firing from their horses. 
The mounted ‘troops’ galloped up, and 
qained tho ridge (which was some two 
thousand yards from the camp) on which 
Colonel Benson stond -with.-his troops 
dismounted in oxtonded form, the Scottish
